That reply seems to me to mark

new epoch in the relations of the Ro­ 
man Catholic church to American life. 
While it does not come from 
pope, 
cardinal, or archbishop, nevertheless 
it comes from one of the most power­ 
ful and influential Catholic laymen in 
America, and may well be taken as a 
declaration of the most enlightened 
lay opinion in the Roman church 
in 
this country. It declares unequivocal­ 
ly for the American constitution 
supreme in the respect and the alleg­ 
iance of any Roman Catholic citizen. 
It puts at rest 
forever 
any doubt 
that Governor Smith, and presumably 
many others who 
would 
share 
his 
views, would ever be subservient 
to 
any foreign influence while holding an 
American 
office. 
Governor 
Smith’s 
career has already showrn this to be 
true of him in particular. 
Now * *.:s 
declaration makes it clear that 
this 
would continue to be his policy m the 
discharge of any future office to w'hich 
he might be chosen. 
Speaking 
for 
myself, therefore, I do not hesitate to 
say that Governor Smith’s 
member­ 
ship in the Catholic church would not 
influence me in estimating him 
for 
public office any more than William 
McKinley’s membership in the Meth­ 
odist church, 
or 
William 
H -wan, 
T aft’s membership in the 
Unitarian 
church, or 
Grover 
Cleveland s and 
Abraham Lincoln’s membership in no 
church at all”.—Poplar Bluff Republi­ 
can.

He left the Republicans 
for 
the dread Farmer-Laborites, ran

Minnesota, and when last heard of in 
the New York papers before his death 
he was “being attacked on 
his war 
record”. 
Yet this man, for all his war record 
an all his foreign-born 
constituents 
and all his attack on the money trust 
and all his near socialism, 
did 
not 
really undermine American

tions and 
the American 
home.

fact, his home produced a son who is 
now being acclaimed rather widely as 
a fine example of young manhood. For

Most Important Brak es 
Be Tested Frequently 
There is probably nothing about s 
modern car that should be given more 
attention than the brak es. 
Every driver should alway s k now 
the distance necessary to bring his 
car to a stop. Unless ht? does he Is 
bound to meet with a serious acci­ 
dent some day due to failure to esti­ 
mate the distance correctly . He must 
also be aware of the fact that differ­ 
ent distances are required under dif­ 
ferent conditions of the pavement. 
Testing the brak es is a simple mat­ 
ter. As a given spot Is reached apply 
the brak es and then measure the dis­ 
tance it requires to 
stop the car. 
Try this at different speeds at which 
the car is driven. If this is done after 
the brak es are put into first-class con­ 
dition, and frequently afterward, it 
will be found that after the brak e 
bands have become worn the car does 
not stop so quick ly . 
As the distance required to stop the 
car increases the danger of driving it 
increases, and the brak es should be 
given the attention they need to bring 
the car to a stop within the distance 
mark ed off when the brak es were in 
perfect condition. 


Homemade Snubbers Are 
Effective on Bad Roads 
Rebound on rough roads Is the 
greatest cause of brok en springs, and 
snubbers are usually provided to off­ 
set this action. 
If the automobile 
owner does not feel justified In pur­ 
chasing commercial snubbers, he can 
mak e some which will be found entire­ 
ly satisfactory . 
Obtain two strong 
coll springs, about 12 inches long, 
made of %-inch wire. Attach to the 
ends of each spring a piece of %-inch 
steel cable, long enough to reach the 
front and rear ax les, allowing the

cable to pass over heavy pulley s at­ 
tached securely to the frame, as is 
shown in the drawing herewith. Using 
cable clamps, draw the cables up so 
tight that the springs of the car will 
be slightly compressed.

ning board apron, and care should be 
tak en to get them In alignment. These 
snubbers will absorb side sway s as 
well as the vertical rebound of the 
car, and the riding qualities of the 
automobile will be found greatly im­ 
proved.—Geo.

MAKE QUICK AND 
CHEAP REPAIRS 


Repairmen Cannot Tell How 
Much a Job It Going to 
Cost Owner. 
> 


To hasten progress in the line of 
gpeeding up repair work —and thereby 
help repairer and car owner alik e—the 
time charges for repair work to some 
of the more popular mak es of cars are 
being made public. One of the auto­ 
mobile trade journals recently pub­ 
lished a schedule of charges for every 
Job on a standard mak e of car. The 
list showed that many shops had been 
charging too much as a result of In­ 
competent help and Inadequate equlp- 
iP'iii. 
Because a 
number of repairers 
have facilities to do the various Jobs 
according to schedule other repairers 
will naturally aim to offer similar 
service. This immediately starts com- 
petitIon—» which has alway s been an ad­ 
vantage to repairer and customer 
alik e. The time Is only a short way 
off when charges for repair work on 
all mak es of cars will be as much of 
a certainty as the list prices of parts. 
Cannot Tell Repair Cost. 
Repairmen have alway s argued tbit 
they cannot tell In advance how much 
a job Is going to cost, even If thsy 
have Just completed one Just lik e It 
on the same mak e and model of car; 
the reason being that they never can 
tell when they will run up against a 
snag which will consume a lot of ex tra 
time. 
This argument is floored when they 
are reminded that lack of equipment 
Is the reason for their Inability to han­ 
dle the unusual. Removing a fender 
on one ear, for Instance, may be mere­ 
ly a matter of unscrewing the bolts, 
while on nnother the nuts have to be 
sheered off. The mechanic who strug­ 
gles on the latter Job with an ordinary 
wrench Is bound to consume a lot of 
time. 
Where difficulties are encoun­ 
tered because a car has been neglected 
the owner ought to be charged for 
such neglect In the form of new parts 
rather than In labor try ing to save the 
old ones. From the owner’s stand­ 
point it means a saving of time; his 
car Is tied up for a shorter period. 
He would rather pay for new parts 
than for time. From the repairer’s 
standpoint it means mak ing smaller 
time charges on repair bills and 
handling more work . 
Give Reason for Work . 
Perhaps a more Important feature 
of serving car owners Is to mak e sure 
that the customer k nows why certain 
work Is necessary on the car. The 
modern shop cannot afford to have 
car owners imagine new parts were 
installed Just for the fun of it. But 
under the present order of things this 
is just what many a car owner think s 
when he collapses upon look ing at his 
repair bill. This has alway s been one 
of the most unsatisfactory features of 
ear upk eep; and because of ft the 
service station of a New York auto­ 
mobile agency has hit upon the plan 
of placing a chassis In (lie office. The 
manager of the service station ex ­ 
plains the situation to the customer 
and shows him ex actly what’s wronf 
with his car and what has to be done 
to remedy it. 


Can Lessen Congestion 
by Scattering Traffic 
Many traffic ex perts do not share 
the popular belief that If car registra­ 
tions continue to Increase at the pres­ 
ent rate ttmre will be no road or street 
on which to drive in comfort. They 
point to a number of significant trends 
which they declare are serving to less­ 
on congestion by disturbing the traffic. 
To Illustrate this point they cite a 
ty pical case where a motorist, former* 
ly accustomed to tak ing two day s to 
mak e a trip between large cities via 
the main highway which took hlnj, 
through two of the largest cities In the 
country 1 recently made the trip be­ 
tween nine and six via the “back way .” 
The man’s car was on the road one day 
as against two on former trips. This 
meant one less car on the more heav­ 
ily traveled highway .

Gas-Loaded Engine Not 
Difficult to Clean Out 
When an engine becomes loaded 
with gas it will not run because the 
mix ture in the cy linders is too rich 
to fire. Return of normal opersttpn 
Is merely a question of allowing (fee 
car to stand until the gas evaporates ; 
but there are several methods of clear­ 
ing the cy linders if one is In a hurry . 
One is to open the petcock s, whgy e 
•neh conveniences are provided, ^ e 
nex t best way is to crank the engine 
with the starter, being sure to hart 
the throttle closed, Ignition off n» 4 
chok er 
button 
pushed 
in. 
Some 
drivers argue that If the ignition is 
k ept on whatever partial burning or 
ignition of the gasses tak es place will 
serve to clear the cy linders more 
quick ly . But here’s the ex planation: 
If the ignition is switched on and 
one cy linder should fire, the sudden 
speed imparted to the engine would 
create additional suction, causing a 
further amount of pss to suck into ttie 
cy linders. With the Ignition olT the en­ 
gine turns over slowly , rids itself of 
ex cessive gas and draws in very little 
more. 


"Of the total power of the motor In 
a» automobile, part is absorbed In 
the mechanism of the car," writes a 
rubber ex pert in an ex change. “'Bhe 
remainder, estimated to be more than 
80 per cent, is transmitted to the rear 
tires to be ex pended in pushing the 
machine against the wind, up hill and 
against other resistances. 
“Driving over brick s and bumps, 
dodging around automobiles at the 
side of the road, our tires are sub­ 
jected to power as well as dead load 
and to sudden changes In strain. These 
Jerk s, bumps and cuts by rough 
stones on the road’s edge that let 
water into the fabric are the k illing 
forces that destroy tires. If tires were 
treated as most of our property is, we 
should carefully guard them month by 
month. 
Shifting of Old Tiree Advised. 
"The older ones should be shifted 
from the position -of greatest work , 
namely , the rear, to the front; for we 
should think of them as old, faithful 
horses, to be gradually retired to 
easier Jobs, while the y ounger ones 
are called upon to carry the heaviest 
burdens. 
“How much work does a tire do? 
If one 32x 4-inch tire on the rear 
wheel of a car carry ing a load of 1,500 
pounds runs 
10,000 miles up a 4.4 per 
cent grade, the work It has to do, en­ 
gineers tell us, Is 2,026 horse power 
hours. 
“This is equivalent to lifting more 
than 4,000,000,000 pounds of stone up 
one foot. The computation, to be sure, 
assumes the tire to be on the upgrade 
all the way ; but If It goes upgrade 
only one-quarter of the time, the work 
done would lift the Washington mon­ 
ument about 
12 feet. 
“When y our tire goes 100 miles It 
does as much work as y ou would do 
If y ou shoveled 220 tons of coal Into 
y our second-story window. During such 
» Job y ou would perspire freely ; the„„ 
tire heats, too. 
Speed increases Temperature. 
“We have learned by ex periment 
that when this 4-inch tire was run 
for an hour at 20 miles an hour the 
temperature of the tire Just under the 
tread has Increased 87 % degrees; at 
40 miles an hour, the increase was 75 
degrees. 
“In the hot day s, with the thermom­ 
eter 95 degrees In the shade and 110 
degrees on the road surface, Imagine 
the tire heated to 180 degrees, or near­ 
ly enough to boil water! 
“Is it any wonder that rubber wears 
rapidly then? These figures of tem­ 
perature show that the motorist has 
considerable to fear if he rides at 
ex cessive speed in hot weather, or If 
he permits his air Inflation to be re­ 
duced to the point where there Is max ­ 
imum flex ing, and consequently In­ 
creased rise In temperature. Regard­ 
less of that, rubber tires resist just 
such wear to a greater degree than 
any other k nown substance." 


Pole Holder for Fender 
Found Quite Convenient 
About the most awk ward object to 
carry In an automobile la a long pola. 
It won’t fit inside the body , of course, 
and when strapped on the side scrapes 
off the paint A solution of this prob­ 
lem is to mak e a pair of brack ets as 
shown in the illustration and clamp

them to the fenders. A single bolt 
will hold each brack et In place, and If 
felt Is glued to the part of the brack et 
that comes In contact with the fender, 
there will be no scratching.

7ew Important Rule» to 
Follow in Battery Care 
There are many Important rules to 
follow to k eep a battery in flrst-clasa 
condition. Here are a few of them: 
Watch the ammeter to see that the 
battery is charging or discharging 
properly . Teet with a hy drometer at 
least once, every week . Add enough 
distilled water every week to k eep 
electroly te over the plates. 
Never let the switch stay on while 
the engine Is not running. Prevent 
short circuits by watching for weak 
places Is the Insulation. Never lay a 
tool or other piece of metal across the 
terminals of a battery . 
Keep the 
terminals tight and free from corro­ 
sion. Ke*p the terminals covered with 
oup grease. Prevent freezing by see­ 
ing that the battery la alway s fully 
ehsrgedL 


Speed Saves Few Minutes 
but Not Worth the Risk 
Speeding Isn’t worth the risk , Inso­ 
far as saving time is concerned, ac­ 
cording to F. J. Tomczak , safety di­ 
rector of the Chicago Motor Coach 
company . He recently conducted an 
ex periment In driving his car from his 
home on Devon avenue to the Wrlgley 
building. 
“Motorists do not realize how little 
time Is gained by ex cessive speed," 
he said. “When I followed the traffic, 
k eeping within tlie speed limit, It took 
me 80 minutes to mak e the trip. The 
nex t day the weather conditions were 
the same, and I left at the same time 
and tried by speeding to reach the 
Wrlgley building In as short a time at 
possible. It took me 26 minutes, so 
that I risk ed uiy life for the sak e of 
only four minutes, and It isn’t worth 
the hazard."

Canning Factory have shown a tre­ 
mendous improvement and conditions

around Sikeston are doing more than 
their duty ami up to the present writ­ 
ing they have recovered 
from

shock of adverse weather better than 
my territory that is planted to vege­ 
tables. 
Many farm ers have 
noticed

md are now’ weaning from the experi­ 
mental idea and have applied to put 
out increased acreages to the point 
that it would take a factory 
many 
♦imes larger to handle the proposed 
acreage. 
Some farm ers have 
asked 
to go as high as forty acres of toma­ 
toes and beans while in the beginning 
the acreage was held down to accom­ 
modate all. 
Many farmers have al­ 
ready applied to take out a fall acre­ 
age on many different items and 
it 
appears as though the farm er 
has 
begun to realize that these soils are 
the best adapted to small fruits and 
vegetables than any other soils in the 
states. 
Farmers Should Till Their Crops 
Along with all the pep of the farm 
ers most are taking good care of the 
crops that are planted and the balance 
■should spend every effort to see that 
their beans 
and 
tomatoes get 
the 
proper tillage. 
Beans should be cul 
tivated lightly, but not when wet with 
rain or dew. A good mulch should al 
ways be preserved. 
The first two or three cultivations 
of tomatoes should be deep, but as 
the plants grow’, the farmer 
should 
restrict his cultivation

shallow.

stressed now, not to neglect the till-

Can Lessen Congestion 
by Scattering Traffic 
Many traffic experts do not share 
the popular belief that lf car registra­ 
tions continue to Increase at the pres­ 
ent rate there will he no road or street 
on which to drive in comfort.

Gas-Loaded Engine Not 
Difficult to Clean Out 
When an engine becomes loaded 
with gas it will not run because the 
mixture 
In the cylinders is too rich 
to fire. 
Return of normal operaHpn 
is merely a question of allowing the 
car to stand until the gas evaporate«; 
hut ther« are several methods of clear­ 
ing the cylinders if one is In a hurry. 
One is to open the petcocks, whgye 
■uch conveniences are provided, fh e 
next best way Is to crank the engine 
with the starter, being sure to hare 
the throttle closed. Ignition off and 
choker 
button 
pushed 
in. 
Some 
drivers argue that lf the Ignition la 
kept on whatever partial burning or 
Ignition of the gassos takes place will 
serve to clear 
the cylinders 
more 
quickly. But here’s the explanation t 
If the ignition Is switched on and 
one cylinder should fire, the sudden 
speed imparted to the engine would 
create additional suction, causing a 
further amount of gss to suck Into the 
cylinders. With the Ignition off the en­ 
gine turns over slowly, rids itself of 
excessive gas and draws In very little 
more. 


SHIFT TIRE TO 
PROLQNGITS USE 


Removal of Old One» From 
Rear to Front Advised to 
Aid Strain. 


“Of the total power of the motor in 
as automobile, part is absorbed In 
the mechanism of the car,” writes a 
rubber expert In an exchange. “'Riie 
remainder, estimated to be more than 
SO per cent, is transm itted to the rear 
tlree to be expended In pushing the 
machine against the wind, up hill and 
against other resistances. 
“Driving over bricks and 
bumpa, 
dodging around automobiles at the 
side of the road, our tires are sub­ 
jected to power as well as dead load 
and to sudden changes In strain. These 
Jerks, 
bumps 
and 
cuts 
by 
rough 
stones on the road’s edge that let 
water Into the fabric are the killing 
forces that destroy tires. If tires were 
treated as most of our property is, we 
should carefully guard them month by 
month. 
Shifting of Old Tires Advised. 
“T he older ones should be shifted 
from the position of greutest work, 
namely, the rear, to the front; for we 
should think of them as old, faithful 
horses, 
to 
be 
gradually retired to 
easier Jobs, while the younger ones 
are called upon to carry the heaviest 
burdens. 
“How much work does a tire do? 
If one 32x4-Inch tire on the rear 
wheel of a car carrying a load of 1,500 
pounds runs 10,000 miles up a 4.4 per 
cent grade, the work It has to do, en­ 
gineers tell us, Is 2,026 horse power 
hours. 
“This is equivalent to lifting more 
than 4,000,000,000 pounds of stone up 
one foot. The computation, to be sure, 
assumes the tire to he on the upgrade 
all the way; but If It goes upgrade 
only one-quarter of the time, the work 
done would lift the Washington mon­ 
ument about 12 feet. 
“When your tire goes 100 miles It 
does as much work as you would do 
If you shoveled 220 tons of coal Into 
your second-story window. During such 
a Job you would perspire freely; the 
tire heats, too. 
4 
Speed increases Temperature. 
“We have learned by experiment 
that when this 4-lnch tire was run 
for an hour at 20 miles an hour the 
tem perature of the tire Just under the 
tread has increased 87^4 degrees; at 
40 tniles an hour, the increase was 75 
degrees. 
“In the hot days, with the thermom­ 
eter 95 degrees In the shade and 110 
degrees on the road surface, Imagine 
the tire heated to 180 degrees, or near­ 
ly enough to boll water 1 
“Is It any wonder that rubber wears 
rapidly then? These figures of tem­ 
perature show that the motorist has 
considerable to fear lf he rides at 
excessive speed In hot weather, or If 
he permits his air Inflation to be re­ 
duced to the point where there Is max­ 
imum flexing, and consequently 
In­ 
creased rise In temperature. Regard­ 
less of that, rubber tires resist just 
•uch wear to a greater degree than 
any other known substance.’’

Few Im portant Rules to 
Follow in Battery Care 
There are many Important rules to 
follow to keep a battery in first-class 
condition. Here are a few* of them ; 
Watch the ammeter to see that the 
battery is charging or discharging 
properly. Test with a hydrometer at 
least once, every w*eek. Add enough 
distilled w ater every week to keep 
electrolyte over the plates. 
Never let the switch stay on while 
the engine is not running. 
Prevent 
short circuits by watching for weak 
places in the Insulation. Never lay a 
tool or other piece of metal across the 
terminals of a battery. 
Keep the 
terminals tight and free from corro­ 
sion. Keep the terminals covered with 
oup grease. Trevent freezing by see­ 
ing that the battery la alwaya fully 
eharged. 


Speed Save» Few Minutes 
but Not W orth the Risk 
Speeding Isn’t worth the risk, Inso­ 
far ns saving time Is concerned, ac­ 
cording to F. J. Toiuczak, sufety di­ 
rector of the Chicago Motor Coach 
company. He recently conducted an 
experiment In driving his car from his 
home on Devon avenue to the Wrigley 
building. 
“Motorists do not realize how little 
time is gained by excessive speed,’’ 
he said. “When I followed the traffic, 
keeping within the speed limit, It took 
me 30 minutes to make the trip. The 
next day the weather conditions were 
the same, and I left at the same time 
and tried by speeding to reach the 
Wrigley building in ns short a time as 
possible. It to< k me 26 minutes, so 
that I risked my life for the sake of 
only four minutes, and It Isn’t worth 
the hazard.”

Farmers Should Till Their Crops 
Along with all the pep of the farm ­ 
ers most are taking good care of the

In the gold mines of South 
Africa

that gold miners lose from

three pounds during their eight hours 
under ground and gain it hack within 
half an hour after they reach 
fresh 
air and food. 
Another way to acquire a slender 
silhouette; work in a gold mine. 
On the other hand, a hippopotamus 
that weighs up to three tons exists 
entirely on grass—an interesting tip 
for underweights. 


In Belgian Congo when one is 
in­ 
vited out to dine, the last course serv­ 
ed is a small dish of five grain quinine 
tablets. 
Every white man, 
woman 
and child in the 
Congo 
takes 
five 
grains of quinine as sure as the sun 
goes down. 
Its a wonder they aren’t 
all deaf as posts.

In the Congo post office one 
suently sees this notice: 
Quinine is sold here from 9 in the 
morning until 4:30 in the afternoon, 
Sundays and holidays included. 
Medical missionaries are teaching 
the native to take quinine. They save 
thousands of lives a year by this pre­ 
ventative measure. 


As a general rule the native is not 
an epicure. The favorite delicacy of 
smalt boys in the Sudan is—caterpil­ 
lars. 
Any traveler in interior Sudan 
•will tell you that this is true. 
When 


little native blacks are 
particularly 
desirous of a choice viand they 
“go 
out in the garden and eat worms”. 


There are two 
dreaded 
pests 
in 
Africa. The tetse fly, no bigger than 
our ordinary house fly, and the hippo­ 
potamus 
three 
tones heavier. 
The 
tetse fly kills the cattle—the hippo 
kills the crop. 


A baby oippo without half trying 
can get away with a whole crop in 
one night. 
These 
gigantic pigs live 
entirely on grass and a year’s crop 
of young com is their idea of a choice 
meal. 


The tetse fly is much like our com­ 
mon house fly, except that its 
wing* 
cross diagonally over its back. Breed­ 
ers of cattle live in deadly fear of this 
pest. 
It breeds sleeping sickness and 
kills thousands of head of cattle year­ 
ly. 


Perhaps the most harmless af large 
wild animals in Africa is the giraffe. 
Giraffes are seldom killed by hunters. 
They are utterly harmless 
and per­ 
sonally I agree with the old lady at 
the circus that a girafee 
is 
“plum 
ridiculous”. 


It is an amusing sight 
to 
see 
a 
group of giraffes having their even­ 
ing meal off the top leaves 
of 
tall 
trees. 
Eighteen feet tall 
some 
of 
them are and much different from our 
giraffes in the xoo. A wild girafee is 
de peburnst orange in color, with an 
irregular net work of white stripes. 


The natives have a legend about the 
girafee. Many moons ago, when the 
earth was young, girafees had short 
necks like the kangaroo.

DORENA BASIN FLOODED 
FOR THE SECOND TIME

of

States engineers office at 
Memphis, 
with two assistant engineers, arrived 
in New Madrid Wednesday morning 
and officially 
have 
taken 
over the 
work of repairing the 
New 
Madrid 
levee. 
One hundred and 
fifty 
men 
and 75 teams have been put on 
the 
job and the w’ork will be pushed as 
rapidly as possible. 
The work 
was 
begun 
near Farrenburg and all gaps 
in the levee 
made 
by the recent high 
water will be repaired, including the 
large gap near the West Dawson res­ 
idence. 
The repairing of the levee at 
this 
time was made necessary because the 
Mississippi 
river 
is again 
on 
the 
boom and the gaps in the levee would 
likely permit the wrater to again over­ 
flow the Sikeston Ridge and the city 
of New Madrid. 
The 
Weather 
Bu­ 
reau at Cairo on Thursday morning 
predicted a crest for New Madrid by 
next Tuesday of between 37*6 to 38 
feet. 
This is the crest

no 
more 
rain falls, 
but 
with 
cloudy 
weather in all sections more rain may 
be looked for and the crest will 
go 
slightly higher. 
While a 38 foot stage at New Mad­ 
rid is 5.5 feet lower than the recent 
high water that gave New Madrid its 
highest water ever known, rt w’ould 
be sufficiently high to put the

Hickman, 
where there is no levee, is all under 
water and all the farming sections on 
the outside of the government levees 
are flooded, even the highst of ground 
outside of the levees.

Dean McCaustland said. 
With 
the 
growth and extension of the utilities 
in Missouri, each year sees a large 
increase in number of Missouri Uni­ 
versity graduates who find their life 
work with the public service 
com­ 
panies of the State. 
For some years after the Universi­ 
ty of Missouri College of Engineer­ 
ing began 
issuing 
degrees, 
gradu­ 
ates found employment with the Fed­ 
eral Government in river and harbor 
work, and upon railroads. In the past 
15 years great growth of electric, gas, 
telephone and water supply compan­ 
ies offers graduating engineers much 
wider and much more attractive fields, 
Dean McCaustland says.
